O you eat many raw vegetables? 
Here is some information that will 


interest you. 


The International Cancer 
Congress 


has just been held at Strasbourg univer- 


• sity. The foremost scientists of the 
world have been in attendance and, un- 
fortunately, they had little to report as 
to what cancer.is and what produces the 
dread disease. 


According to Le Matin, however, these 


scientists think that they have lifted the 
veil somewhat. Experiments show-that 
great danger lies in the eating of raw 
vegetables, salads, strawberries, radish- 
es and similar plants cultivated with 
much rich manure. 
In the swarming 


parasitical nature of the fertilizer are 
believed to be the germs which lead to 
cancer. 


The international congress is asking 


that the use of manure in market gar- 
dens be prohibited. 


A dispatch from Paris says: 
"The mysteries of cancer infection 


are, however, far from being probed. 
Indeed, only in one series of experi- 
ments, conducted by Dr. Peyton Rouss of 
the Rockefeller institute, has even the 
existence of a cancer virus been demon- 
strated. That it is there Dr. Rouss has 
shown in case of a type of cancer found 
among hens, but if is so minute that all 
micz-oscopic efforts to see it have failed 
and no attempt can bo made to cultivate 
it. 


"In Britain, where many persons past 


5 die of cancer, a campaign is now be- 
ing organized to fight cancer with diet 
. and to start a nation-wide course of ed- 
ucation in anti-cancer diet and particu- 
larly in the method of cooking vegetables 
which will prove most troublesome to 
the parasites which spy out the land for 
the cancer virus. 
Prevention certainly 


would seem to be better than cure, es- 
pecially as science admits that it is al- 
most as far off discovering a cure as 
ever it was." 


No More Bond Issues 


[From Dearborn Independent]

ILWAUKEE is attracting some at- 
tention through a pian for the re- 


tirement of her debts. It is announced 
that the Wisconsin city has a plan sanc- 
tioned by legislative act, whereby her 
debt will be wiped out. 


An amortization plan has been adopt- 


ed whereby the entire city debt will be 
paid within 40 years, and taxes will be 
reduced by a third, provided no new debt 
is created. It is planned to set aside an- 
nually 8250,000 for a fund which is to 
accumulate until it reaches an amount 
equal to three-fourths of the bonded in- 
debtedness. 
Thereafter, 
three-fourths 


of the /annual1 income from this fund 
will be paid into the city treasury and 
the principal will be added to by the 
city's annual contribution plus one- 
iourth of the annual interest on the in- 
vested fund. 
• 
• 


Milwaukee's intention to pay her debt 


53 a %vise one. If succeeding genera- 
tions of public officials can resist the 
temptation to create new debts', her sit- 
uation in 1963 will indeed be a fine one. 
She will be a sort of,taxpayers' heaven. 
. But one feature of the Milwaukee plan 
may well challenge the attention of the 
curious world. 
Milwaukee intends to 


build up an invested fund. She intends 
to make money work for her, as it does 
for a few idle rich individuals. Many 
other cities have sinking funds which 
consist of bonds bought by the sinking 
fund authorities. 
"" Such bonds must come from some- 
where. If other cities in the country 
'followed Milwaukee's example to its logi- 
cal conclusion the country would be fill- 
;»d with municipal investment funds. 


Whence would come the bonds or other 
investments, which would 'provide the 
interest and compound interest oh which 
the city of the future might plan to live? 
If no cities or states were issuing bonds, 
there would be none to buy, except those 
of industrial institutions, or railroads. 
And such bonds often do not fulfill the 
requirements public investments de- 
mand. 


Obviously, Milwaukee's plan of pay- 


ment will ^not spread so rapidly as to 
make it reach the logical conclusion of 
absurdity. 
Someone must work, and 


neither cities, nor men may look forward 
to a millennium when all can live on the 
interest of invested mbnejf. 


The main feature of Milwaukee's plan 


is the one which must engage the seri- 
ous though of the country—the payment 
of public debts by some means, and the 
resolution to contract no new ones. 
Honesty with the future generations re- 
quires that the burden of principal and 
interest be not passed on to those who 
will not be benefited by this generation's 
expenditures.

of the American Bar Association, to be ium- 
mitted to that body at .Minneapolis, Aug. 28, 
is. a most extraordinary document, if -'the/sum- 
maries presented to the press, are accurate. 
'It seems to be definitely calculated ; to arouse 
fear, and to disseminate the gravest appre- 
hensions in the minds of the American people 
as to impending social revolution. But the evi- 
dence from which the terrifying conclusions 
are deduced are vague and inconclusive. Any 
member of the bar association pursuing his 
profession • in a court would set aside as un- 
worthy of admission to the record assertions 
thus made anonymously and not backed up ac- 
cording to the established rules of evidence. 


The Nation is told by this committee that 


"dangerous elements are actually moving to- 
ward a revolution in America, both openly and 
secretly." The committee goes on to say, "It 
is stated on competent authority tnat there are 
1,500,000 radicals in the country who are clam- 
oring for a change in the nature of our gov- 
ernment from its present form to one of var- 
ious degrees of a Communistic state. 8It is 
said there are 400 newspapers and periodicals 
that represent similar views and that are read 
regularly by 5,000,000 people. 
It is also said 


that $3,000,000 was spent during the past year 
on behalf of Red propaganda." 
• 


There are in the United States today, ac- 


cording to the last census, in round numbers 
14,000,000 males between the ages of 20 and 
39. That is about the period of life at which 
men are apt to be infected with the virus of 
Communism. The number of women who are 
radicals, outside of one or two big cities, is 
negligible. 
It would appear, therefore, that 


the bar cssociation, upon information whkh it 
describes as "competent authority," is willing 
to state that one out of every 10 citizens be- 
tween these .ages is clamoring for a change 
in the nature of the government^of the United 
States! 


• Frankly, we don't believe it. 
We think it 


essential to the maintenance of the influence 
of the bar association that it should cite more 
definitely . the 
"competent 
authority" from 


which it draws this extraordinary 'conclusion. 
The committee goes on to say that there are 
400 newspapers and periodicals read by 5,000,- 
000 advocating the overthrow of the govern- 
ment and the. establishment of the Communis- 
tic state. That would be giving to. each of 
these newspapers a circulation in excess of 
12,500 copies. 
If the Bar association would 


only turn to any recognized nev.-spaper direct- 
ory, it would discover very speedily that the 
circulation of these little revolutionary period- 
icals, with the single exception, perhaps, of a 
large Socialist paper in New York City, is 
trifling. 
Most of them distribute a few hun- 


dred at most. It is questionable whether, with 
the one exception noted, there is a single Red 
paper in the United States that has a circula- 
tion of 20,000 copies. Who it was advised the 
bar association to put out this particular state- 
ment is unknown. The committee report uses 
only the convenient phrase, "It is saifl," to in- 
dicate .the source of its information. From the 
same informant it learned of the $3,000,000 
spent in behalf of Red propaganda. Even that 
will be. looked upon with some incredulity and 
particularly by persons who have undertaken 
the task of raising funds for any sort of a po- 
litical campaign. 


The Bar association is an organization ex- 


erting a very wide and highly commendable 
influence. 
Its utterances are taken to heart 


by the American people. 
There is the more 


reason, therefore, that it should be (fareful to 
io avoid extereme and exaggerated statements 
on any- subject; that it should refrain from 
doing anything calculated to arouse public ap- 
prehension and distrust 'of the stability of the 
government, and particularly that it should 
make no public statements of ;fact, or alleged 
fact, unless it is in possession of such evidence 
as its own members would admit in a court of 
law in support of those assertions.
